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LOUIS ICART 


T OUIS ICART made his debut in 
^ Paris as a fashion artist, creating 
model gowns for the big dressmaking 
firms of that city. After much experience 
in designing he found his true expression 
in painting portraits, genre subjects, and 
landscapes. Louis Icart is a painter of 
feminine graces, of fairy creatures, of 
dream cities, a painter of “fetes galantes,” 
the follower of Guardi and Watteau. 
He developed his art to its fullest while 
travelling through Spain and Italy, 
passing through golden cities, Verona, 
Venice, Rome, and Florence, realizing 
the greatness of Tiepolo and Veronese, 
masters of motion, grace, and design. 

Louis Icart’s symphonies of gold and 
purple were conceived in Italy, his sun- 
sets in Spain. The splendor of Granada 
and Toledo, the sun-basqued hills of 
Castilla have left an ineffaceable impres- 
sion on the artist’s palate. 

Louis Icart has exhibited in Paris, 
Lyons, Toulouse, Brussels, The Hague, 
and Amsterdam. This is his first exhi- 
bition in the United States.
